For Week mated at 102,967. This figure is down 


about 2,000 units from the revised produc- 
tion last week of 104,777. Last week, however, after re- 
visions were made, showed a jump over the week ending 
Junei13. Apparently the jump last week was to catch up on 
orders on hand, which at many plants still exceed de- 
liveries by quite a margin. Having gotten these extra 
units out of the way, production settled down to a more 
normal figure in line with sales. The current production 
rate would indicate that sales are holding up well. Ac- 
cording to ADN figures, no plants are boosting their 
output rate this week, although revised figures next week 
may find one or two. A small decline is evident at about 
half the plants. Last week, however, gains were pretty 
general throughout the entire list. Those sharing in the 
output jump last week, according to revised figures, were 
Dodge, Buick, Studebaker and Reo. The independents 
appear to be keying their output almost to the individual 
order, with revisions held very sharply in line with sales. 
The larger companies, however, seem to have set up 
pretty definite production schedules for the month and 
are adhering to it without much change. Chevrolet, 
Ford, Plymouth, Dodge, Pontiac and Buick are running 
along without a great deal of change in pace. While 
there were some alterations in their schedules last week, 
the percentage change would show up very slight. Pon- 
tiac last week announced that an extra 4,000 would be 
added to the established June and July output and this 
became evident with last week’s figures. Sales reports 
for June and indications for July sales point to continued 
strength in the retail division. Provided there is no

Registration upsets are getting to be quite 
May Sales a common occurrence these last few weeks. 
Increasing While everything seemed to point to steady 
Over April sales through May, with only a small drop, 


along new registration figures that point to 
a total of well over 400,000 passenger cars for the month. 
Leading the registration list are the rural states. Farm 
states, as far as automobile registrations are concerned, 
are way out in front. The estimate last week—based on 
registration returns from 23 states—was set at 372,100 
units for the month. The returns are now in from 36 
states, which total 245,145 against 177,278 last year. 
Based on these returns, the estimate must be revised 
upwards. These 36 states last year accounted for 
about 60 per cent of the total registrations. With that 
as a pointer, it looks now as if the sales thermometer for 
May will stop somewhere around the 405,000 mark. Not 
only would this figure be the highest May since 1929, but 
it would also be the fourth highest month in the indus- 
try’s history. The three higher months were April, 1929, 
481,675; May, 1929, 454,132, and July, 1929, 432,503. The 
tremendous sales gains registered last year in the farm 
states are being carried over into this summer, appar- 
ently on the expectation of high incomes and good prices. 
The Midwest Farm Paper Unit reports that farm income 
for April is the highest in six years, with the four 
months’ cash. income up 74 per cent over 1933. Prices 
received by farmers for five months is up 79 per cent 
over 1933. The same source, reporting high spots in the 
agricultural picture for June, says that farmers are 
taking 30 per cent of the truck output. Rural retail sales 
are up 21.5 per cent over 1935, with department store 
sales (urban) up 9 per cent.

Truck for May also come in for some revision as 
Sales new figures are reported. Although not 
62,500 boosted as sharply as passenger cars, the 


truck total for May now seems likely to hit 
62,500 or slightly over. While this would show a tapering 
off from the April all-time high of 65,500 (estimated), 
May will, without any doubt, go down as the second 
highest month in history, second only to April, this year, 
and automatically become the highest May on the books. 
Truck sales in all sections are running well ahead cf last 
year. The 36 states reported thus far for May registered 
39,963 units, against 30,570 in the same states last year. 
The gain is about 30 per cent. Business activity in rural 
areas is running well ahead of last year. Truck sales are 
apparently reflecting this increase. With better crop 
prices and higher farm incomes it is apparent that truck 
sales will climb. While passenger car sales also reflect 
the increase in farm incomes, trucks will also come in for 
a good share of this money. Trucks are an important 
adjunct to modern farming and along with the purchase 
of farm implements, which are reported up, farmers will 
also buy new trucks. As reported in ADN last week 
(June 20) truck hauling of livestock and farm products is 
showing decided gains. Here, too, is another market in 
which trucks sales will undoubtedly result from improve- 
ments in the farm incomes.
